with nipple 
buckets.

Musser's dairymen abandon 
handfeeding after two days and 
introduce the calves to special 
pens and a new way of eating. 


"We have to show them where 


the nipple is," says Supt. Leo 
Hawes. "Most of them catch on 
in a matter of hours." 


The special, individual pens 


are in two facing rows of 60, with 
space at the end for the calf to 
reach out when mother comes. 


Mother arrives six times a 


day, a combination feed trough 
and steel udder driven by an 
electric motor down a track 
between the rows. 


Every three minutes it moves 


the width of one pen. Four 
calves on each side eat at the 


same time — one milk, two on 
hay and one on special grain. 
The milk, from a 140-gallon 
circular tank, is warmed by a 
thermostatically 
controlled 


heater at the moment of feeding 
and delivered through rubber 
nipples. 


For 
night feedings, 
the 


mechanical mama is lighted. 


After six to eight weeks the 


calves are weaned to grow up in 
group pens. When grown, 
females join the dairy herd, to 
be milked electrically, of 
course.

Two Aphid Species

Two species of aphids among 


the hundreds which inhabit 
California have been "bugging" 
state entomologists in recent 
days, according to the California 
Department of Agriculture. 


They are the, bow-legged fir 


aphid, Cinara Curvipes, now 
unusually abundant on the white 
fir trees of Placer County; and a 
grass aphid, Acyrthosiphon 
festucae, which has been found 
more widespread over the state 
since its discovery in February 
at Calabasas in Los Angeles 
County. 


The grass aphid was identified 


shortly after it was found in 
February — and recorded as the 
first time it has appeared in the 
western hemisphere. Since then 
it has shown up in Ventura and 
San Mateo Counties. The latter 
is some 300 miles north of the 
original find. 


There are a great variety of 


aphids in California, of many 
colors, shapes and sizes. Most 
aphids suck the juices out of 
plant leaves and stems but some 
go "down under" and feed on 
plant roots. Many kinds of 
aphids actually kill their host 
plants.

2. But those who are stirring 
up trouble on the campuses are 
“bums.” 
As one reporter who has 
mixed with these young people 
both in Vietnam and on the 
campuses, I have something to 
say on the subject. 
I have shot the bull with grimy 
soldiers in the Vietnam rain 
forests, where the give-and-take 
was punctuated by the crackle 
of gunfire. I have also sat up 
past midnight discussing world 
issues with shaggy students at 
two dozen colleges since Sep­ 
tember. 
The youth are raising 
questions about our national 
priorities that can no longer go 
unheeded. From the foxholes to 
the coffee houses, 
their 
questions are becoming more 
urgent 
Should Americans continue to 
shell out 70 cents of every tax 
dollar for defense, the younger 
generation wants to know, and 
neglect the social problems that 
are undermining security at 
home'* 
la the United States, the 
bulwark of the free world, going 
the way of the great powers of 
the past whose strength was 
sapped by moral decay4 It has 
been social breakdown, not 
outside aggression, that has 
brought down the great nations 
of history. 
The taxpayers have spent a 
breathtaking trillion dollars for 
national defense since the end of 
World War II. U. S. combat 
forces are now fighting in 
Vietnam. Loss and Cambodia 
They 
are 
protecting 
a 
precarious truce in Koran and 
coming perilously close to 
military involvement in half-e- 


bound by eight security treaties 
to defend with its great might 42 
nations, democracies and 
dictatorships alike. American 
military missions have also 
become involved in the defense 
of another 26 nations. 
Yet the pages of history are 
littered with the remains of 
nations that overextended 
themselves militarily, nations 
that spread their resources and 
manpower too thin. The young 
people want to know whether the 
United States is falling victim to 
the same mistake. 
A staggering $82 billion has 
heen spent and more than 41,600 
A oerican lives have been lost, 
for example, in faraway Viet­ 
nam . Thanks to this tremendous 
outlay, theU. S. government has 
succeeded in making the streets 
of Saigon safer than the streets 
of Washington. 
Most young people, if my 
campus discussions are at all 
representative, believe our tax 
money could be better spent 
fighting poverty, pollution, 
crime and injustice at home. 
Result: Our questing youth 
are taking up new, sometimes 
radical, causes. The nihilistic 
spirit of China’s Red Guards has 
infected some of our own 
disheveled young men and 
stringy-haired young women. A 
disturbing number have turned 
away from the ethics of their 
riders. 
A small militant minority are 
preaching revolution, ailing for 
the overthrow of the govern­ 
ment. They don't seek to correct 
the wrongs but to exploit them, 
to tear down, not to build up 
RED NETWORK 
These radical, Communist- 
oriented groups are in com­ 
munication with one another 
Dr. Clifford Wharton, the 
distinguished black president of 
Michigan State University, told 
me these groups send agitators 
from campus to campus stirring

He seemed as 
bouncily optimistic as in his 
network heyday with the show 
1952-61 on TV, two years before 
that on radio. 
“I believe it can make a 
contribution to the over-all kind 
of picture of life in America 
today, stating things in a 
positive way,” he said. 
“One of the things that has 
changed since the show was on 
the air is that youth has come to 
the fore. I intend to do quite a bit 
on young people, and I believe 


the results will prove we’re ail 
pretty much the same; we differ 
only in the ways of approaching 
our goals.” 
The emcee gave up per­ 
forming in 1961 to concentrate 
on his production duties. He 
recalled: “Toward the end, the 
first thing I did when I got to the 
studio was to lock the dressing 
room door and go to sleep. I had 
been in radio and television 
since I was 16, with only two 
interruptions — six weeks when 
I was studying for my master’s 
examination at the University of 
California at Berkeley, and two 
months while I was looking for 
an announcer’s job in New 
York.” 
. 
With a year to go on his NBC. 
contract, Edwards gave up 
“This Is Your Life” for a series 
in which he had an interest, 
“Wide Country.” Since then he 
has presented a number of other 
shows on daytime and night 
television, 
especially 
the 
venerable “Truth or Con­ 
sequences,” now hosted by Bob 
Barker. 
“T or C is syndicated on 112 
stations, 95 of them with net­ 
work affiliations,’’ Edwards 
remarked. “If ‘This Is Your 
Life’ hits again, we might go on 
a network. On the other hand, it 
might be more profitable to 
remain in syndication. Then you 
can be on all three networks, 
depending on the area.” 
Program Popularity

Sometimes it seems that 
television’s creative thinking 
moves in giant circles. Westerns 
were big for awhile, then this 
past season there were no new 
Westerns at all. There was a 
fantasy fad but by next season 
whimsy will be confined to two 
series. Doctor shows were 
popular, dried up, and are now 
coming back in force. 
Milton Berle on a talk show 
last month maintained that his 
“Star Theatre” in the late 1940s 
and early 1950s was doing the 
same sort of fast and furious 
comedy that has made “Laugh 
In” the nation’s most popular 
show for the past two seasons. 
Meanwhile, a number of old 
stand-by shows have been 
revived almost intact. “What’s 
My Line?” and “To Tell the 
Truth” had a rest period after 


departing the networks but are 
now alive and fairly healthy in 
syndication 
among 
local 
stations. Ralph Edwards is 
thinking about bringing back 
“This Is Your Life,” and there is 
a move to pull “The Shadow” 
out of retirement.
